Working in conjunction with the} 
department of national defence this 
corps should plan for the construc- 
tion of new airports and improve- 
ment of existing ones. 

The men should have a distinctive 
uniform and enlistment in the corps 


should be voluntary. During part of 
every day members of the corps 
would be given military training 


in those branches of the service in 
which there will be subsequently 
the greatest demand for men. 


WOULD LEARN TRADE 

Such a program would give thou- 
sands of young men who are anxi- 
ous to serve the satisfaction of feel- 
ing that they were doing something 
for their country, and would im- 
prove the health and state of mind 
of many who have suffered for 
years from “the tragic neglect of 
their pitiful condition.” They also 
would learn some trade which 
would be of great use in time of 
war to Canada and of great use to 
them in the following years of 


peace. 


R. A. F. FLIERS 
EARN AWARDS 
FOR BRAVERY 


LONDON, Noy, 15.—The air min- 
{istry announced last night award of 
the O.B.E., military division, to 
Flying Officer Reginald Gravely for 
gallantry and to Sergeant Fred 
Gardiner for meritorious service. 

The announcement said Grave- 
ly displayed great gallantry and 
total disregard for his own safety 
when the aircraft he was piloting 
was shot down by an enemy 
fighter and crashed in flames. He 
pulled his wounded air obseryer 
from the wreckage and returned 
to rescue the gunner, but the lat- 
ter was dead. 

Gardiner was an observer in a 
plane seriously damaged by enemy 
aircraft. Despite a wound over his 
right eye he set an accurate course 
to his base. On landing, his plane 
caught fire. His own clothes aflame, 
Gardiner extinguished the burning 
clothes of a wireless operator by 
beating out the fire with his hands.

Canada Must Not Fail 


The Red Cross is already committed to 
carry on work in Canada and for Canadian 
soldiers oversea which will require about 
$3,000,000 during the coming year. The 
great bulk of this money will be spent in 
Canada; $950,000 to continue the normal 
peace time services rendered by the or- 
ganization in outpost hospitals, nursing 
stations and work in frontier districts; 
$1,600,000 to supply wool and other ma- 
terials to Red Cross branches throughout 
Canada with which to make articles for 
the comfort and welfare of our soldiers at 
home or abroad. The sum of $250,000 is 
to be spent in building a hospital for 
Canadian soldiers, at Taplow, England. 

During the former four years’ war the 
Canadian Red Cross spent in its varied 
activities of mercy $35,000,000. The sum 
now being asked for is roughly a third of 
the average amount collected and spent 
during each of the former war years. The 
present program is thus based on a survey 
of actual prospective needs, not on prece- 
dent established in other conditions. It is 
in no sense an attempt to live up to a 
record just for the sake of doing so. 

To make up the $3,000,000 required, 
there will have to be voluntary contribu- 
tions amounting to an average of about 
30 cents for each man, woman and child in 
Canada. Broken down in that way, the 
sum is not large. Canadians spend as much 
per month on joy-rides in the summer sea- 
son. And, it should not he forgotten, 
should contributions happen to run beyond 
the figure stated, the balance can go to 
meet next year’s needs or be passed along 
to help care for war victims in Britain and 
France, of whom there will be multitudes. 

Everyone who is in position to give 
should do so generously and quickly. It 
must not be that there should be any diffi- 
culty raising in Canada so moderate a 
sum for such a cause.

Canada’s Growing Navy 


Canadians should become navy conscious, 
The Dominion now has a fleet of seven destroy- 
ers and four mine-sweepers. The most recent 
acquisition is the Assiniboia, named after one 
of the west’s rivers, and it is the largest and 
fastest of the present destroyer flotilla. It was 
obtained from Great Britain and now is the 
leading ship of the Canadian navy.

LORD LOTHIAN 
SAYS LEADERS 
ARE BIG NEED 


Men To Give Spirit To 
Democracy Said 
Necessary 


NEW YORK, Nov. 15—Educa- 
tion “Has to educate those who 
can discharge the ever more on- 
erous duty of giving that leader- 
ship to democracy without which 
it cannot survive,” the Marquess 
of Lothian, British ambassador to 
the United States, declared last 
night at a dinner celebrating the 
golden jubilee of Barnard college. 


“The real menace to democracy 
today is totalitarianism,” Lord 
Lothian asserted, “the conviction 
that if man is to get peace and 
order and prosperity, salvation in 
a material sense, he must surrender 
is right of judgment to the state, 
 pather to the party which has 
saptured the state... . There is no 
doubt totalitarianism has its appeal 
especially to youth. That is one 
ide of the totalitarian menace 

“The other is the relative fail 
ure of democracy to solve three 
vital problems for themselyes: 
unemployment and the ecoromic 
disorder that unemployment 
brings; the maJl-distribution of 
wealth, and war.” 

Speaking of the 
monwealth of Nations, he 
‘There is no doubt that we 
made many mistakes and 
sometimes abused our power 
giving too little and taking 
much, But the British empire has 
contributed much to the peace, 
ndividual liberty and prosperity 

of its inhabitants.” 

He spoke of the increasing part 
women have taken in the affairs 
of his nation. 

“I remember Mr. Lioyd George 
being asked once who he tnought 
won the last war. He said: ‘Cer- 
tainly no nation won anything. The 
nly people who won were the wo- 
nen. Because of their service the 
women today have won their full 
rights as citizens.”

15, With a 
crisis, the price of sandbags in or SILVIE 
Britain goes up. And with the war, 
prices soar, 
Sandbags which cost about five FLAKE 
cents in June now cost eight to ten 


cents. Prices rose two shillings (44 
cents) a hundred in the week be- 
fore the declaration of war. 

Much of the jute used to make; 
sandbags comes from Calcutta and 
with the close of British Mediter- 
ranean shipping, cost of shipping 
increased, and private. firms could 
no longer guarantee deliveries, 

Another factor was the demand 
of the government for all available 
bags. Authorities stress that the 
uncertainity of shipping and the 
government demand, and not prof- 
iteering, were the primary causes 
of the rise 

Filler ior the bags has also be- 
come more expensive, with sand 
rising from seven shillings ($1.54) 
to 10 shillings ($2.20) a ton, Be- 
cause sand cannot be obtained
